Soviet Coal Mining 
Crippled by Strike 


MOSCOW, Aug. 15.—(4)—Dissatis- 
fied with low wages and inferior liv- 
img conditions, between 20,000 and 
25,000 miners in the Donbas cold field 
have walked out.on their jobs in the 
past two months. 

This is Russia’s chief coal produc- 
ing area and if its output continues 
to decline there might be a serious 
shortage of fuel this winter, placing 
the nation’s industry in a precarious 
position. 

During the first few days of Au- 
gust the daily production of the mines 
was 85,000 to 100,000 tons. This is 
below the average of August, 1931, 
and considerably below the March 
average of 186, tons despite the 
increased mechanization of the mines. 
Unskilled workers are now paid 75 
to 100 roubles a month. Their food 
costs a minimum of 70 to 120 roubles 
monthly.

Informed that experiments in 
making fire breaks from the wood 
of red alder trees have been success- 
ful in Oregon, Mr. Smith has .or- 
dered sufficient seed to grow 50,000 
red alder seedlings. The young trees 
will -be distributed to farmers in 
South Carolina with instructions to 
plant them in rows as a fire wall 
between known combustible species. 


DEATH TOLL IS 30, 
LOSS IN MILLIONS 


IN FEXAS STORM 


Crops Alone Damaged to 
Extent or $2,000,000 
With Other Property 
Suffering Heavily. 


HOUSTON, Texas, Aug. 15.—(?) 
The list of those who died in the 
hurricane over southern coastal Texas 
lengthened tonight to 30 as a wide- 
spread program of relief got well un- 
der way. 

The injured throughout the storm 
area, most of whom were persons re- 
quiring only first aid treatment, were 
estimated ‘by persons working at re- 
lief stations to: number from 200-up 
and the loss in cottoh and rice crops 
alone was placed at $2,000,000, 

Trucks of food and tank cars of 
water were dispatched from Houston 
to the three devastated towns which 
felt the worst of the storm Saturday 
night, Freeport, Angleton and West 
Columbia.. The Freeport water sys- 
tem, however, was reported repaired 
late in the day. 

A string of freight cars was sent 
into Angleton and West Columbia to 
aid in housing the homeless. 

Relief workers reported many fami- 
lies living in isolated sections had 
been discovered in dire circumstances. 

One group, found in the woods near 
West Columbia, had been without 
food or water for 60 hours. The 
farmer and two children were ill; the 
mother had searched without success 
oo the debris of the wrecked home 
or 3 
Brigadier General Jacob F. Wolters, 
of the 56th cavalry brigade, who went 
into the area as an observer, said he 
foresaw demoralization with possible 
famine in prospect unless, relief was 
ge 

roperty damage caused by the hur- 
ricane could not be estimated beyond 
the general knowledge that it ran into 
mijlions of dollars. Angleton, Freeport 
and West Columbia are all within 100 
miles of Houston. 

Estimates of the crop loss, made by 
G. C. Elliso, agricultural agent here, 
and R. Hoffpauir, president of the 
Houston chapter of the American 
Rice Growers’ Association, did not in- 
clude damage to all crops other than 
cotton and rice. 

Everywhere were stories of lost 
homes, lost investments, lost relatives. 
At Angleton, the relief center im- 
provised in a community hall, one of 
the few buildings left undamaged, was

Without issuing any explanation, 
Hitler suddenly cainnalied a meeting 
of nazi representatives from all over 
the country which had been scheduled 
for tomorrow. Members of the fed- 
eral, state and local parliaments were 
to have attended this meeting. 

It was assumed that the national 
socailist leader wanted to have an 
opportunity to discuss with his closest 
advisers the situation created by Presi- 
dent Paul Von Hijndenburg’s refusal 
Saturday to turn the chancellorship 
over to him. 

The cabinet met today and there 
was some discussion of the internal 
political situation but the date of con- 
voking the new reichstag remained 
undecided. 

' Fears that the reichstag- might not 
be summoned into were set at 
rest by a cabinet announcement that 
it would be convened within the time 
provided by the constitution and not 
later than 3 > 30. 

To Help Jobless. 

Among the subjects discussed by 
the ministers was a program to re 
lieve unemployment. The major poittts 
of this plan were approved and it 
was agreed that they will be submit- 
ted to the reichstag, but what they 
were was not disclosed. 

The newspaper Der Montag report- 
ed that all nazi storm troopers had 
received an eight-day furlough. The 
paper interpreted this action as an 
indication that the first thing the 
nazi leaders wanted to do was to 
decide what action they should take 
as a result of President Von Hinden- 
burg’s rebuff to Hitler. ‘ 

Joseph Goebbels, Hitler’s propa- 
ganda chief, announced a new cam- 
paign against the government in to- 
day's edition of the newspaper Der 
Angrifgf.

“IT am not surprised though that a 
few of the big city doctors are criti- 
cizin the reorganization of the board 
of health, and particularly one At- 
lanta physician who is a close relative 
of T. Hicks Fort, a Columbus lawyer, 
who has been engaged by the Crisp 
organization to dog my footsteps all 
over Georgia.

LOUISVILLE, Ga. Aug. 15.— 
Doubling back over the trail of his 
opponent, Representative Charles R. 
Crisp, renewing his campaign for the 
United States senate, today hurled at 
Governor Russell a demand that he 
answer a series of questions on the 
electric power question if he is con- 
tent to mak> ‘that subject a prime 
issue in the contest. : 

In a move designed to place his 

opponent on the defensive, the Geor- 
gia congressman, after reviewing ex- 
haustively the history of the electric 
energy. tax incorporated in the new 
federal revenue bill, insisted that the 
governor inform the people on these 
questions: 
_ “Why, in the face of the governor's 
implied claim that power rates in the 
state are. too high, he has not as 
state executive demanded that the 
public service commission take action 
toward lowering them? 

“As governor of Georgia.” declared 
Judge Crisp, “the chief executive has 
a right to. remove any member of the 
commission who fails to respond to his 
public duty. 

“Why. if he sees such evil in the 

power companies, :does he name a 
director of the Georgia Power Com- 
pany as one of the officials of his 
campaign’ committee?” 
‘Judge Crisp referred in the same 
breath to the practice of the gov- 
ernors father, Chief Justice Russell, 
in disqualifying himself in every case 
before his court involving the Georgia 
Power Company and asked to ‘know 
why he had not included in new state 
tax legislation some provision for tax- 
ing the companies on the electrical 
energy they produce if he was con- 
vinced present rates are excessive, 

“My opponent,” said Mr. Crisp, “is 
making much of the provision in the 
federal tax bill imposing a small tax 
on electrical energy to be paid by the 
consumer rather than the company. 
If he knows so little of law that he 
believes any tax on business will be 
borne by the producer rather than the 
consumer, why did he not seek to 
have the gasoline tax which was 
passed under his guidanc: by the state 
legislature place the burden on the 
oil companies instead of the buyers 
of gasoline.” ; 
_Denouncing the governor for “po- 
litical demagoguery” he told his lis-

has he a chance to deceive enoug 
people to win.” 

Judge Crisp, dean of the Georgia 
delegation in the lower house of con- 
gress, head of the most . important 
committee of either branch of the 
national legislative body, a 
ta crowd that packed the Jefferson 
county courthouse. : 

Every available seat was occupied 
long before he made his appearance 
in the courtroqm and numbers, ‘unable 
to obtain even standing room, were 
turned away. Fresh from a rest at 
his Americus home over the week- 
end. he ttacked the governor's con- 
tentions on the power question with 
a vigor that bespoke his determina- 
tion to eliminate the subject as an 
issue. With his usual frankness he 
traced the power tax step by step ‘in 
its adoption by congress, told his au- 
dience why he approved it, and then 
by way of showing hie lack of affil- 
iation with any power company or 
publie utility enterprise reminded his 
hearers that he had consistently voted 
for government operation of Muscle 
Shoals. a project, he said, which had 
consistently been fought by the pow- 
er companies from its inception. 

Immediately after being introduced 
to the Jefferson county audience Judge 
Crisp guve an indication of his de- 
termination to deal with the governor 
vigorously. He asked the privilege 
of removing his coat, a request that 
was granted to the , accompaniment 
of prolonged applause. 

J. Roy McCracken, popular Louis- 
ville attorney. presented Mr. Crisp to 
the crowd, which was sprinkled with 
a number of women and made up of 
representatives of several adjoining 
counties. ; ' 

“Tt is significant of his splendid 
record in the lower house,” said Mr. 
McCracken, “that Judge Crisp now 
stands at the head of the most pow- 
erful committee of either branch of 
congress. His splendid service and 
statesmanship has given another great 
name to Georgia history.” 

While he did not wait to give a re- 
cital of national issues as they apply 
to problems of the day, Judge Crisp 
devoted an equal part of his speech 
to a condemnation of the “misrepre- 
sentations and character assaults” 
which he asserted his opponent had 
thrust in the campaign to give it an 
“exceedingly low level.” 

“Tt deplore the level of his cam- 
paign,” he declared. “I did not make 
it thus. Before my departure from 
Washington le chose his ground by 
maligning me and — me o 
every crime and misdeed he thought 
might he colored to deceive the peo- 
ple of Georgia. Disregarding the fact 
that if-any part of his misrepresenta- 
tions had b-en true the people of 
my district would never have per- 
mitted my return to congress for the 
past 14 years without opposition.” 

Tomorrow Representative Crisp 
speaks at Monroe and the remainder 
of the week will be spent in a series 
of speeches in north Georgia.

SENSATIONAL TAL 


ROME, Ga., Aug. 1¥%.—Eugene Tal- 
madge spoke in Rome today to a large 
audience in. the city auditorium. A 
hard rain was falling at the time he 
began speaking. ) 

He was introduced by W. B. Me- 
bane, attorney, of northeast Georgia. 

Many times during Mr. Talmadge’s 
speech there was cheering and ap- 
plause. 

rg Talmadge, among other things, 
said: 

“I appreciate this magnificent au- 
dience in the home county of Mr. Gra- 
ham Wright, campaign manager of 
Mr. Holder, one of my opponents. I 
wish to/say, however, that Mr. Gra- 
ham Wright’s father, Hon. Seaborn 
Wright, is supporting me. 

“IT have known Seab Wright for 
years and I honor him. Mr. Wright 
has been in the legislature and the 
senate. Since I have been commis- 
sioner of agriculture, he has made 
valuable suggestions to me in the con- 
duct of my office. Mr. Seaborn 
Wright has also had a better oppor- 
tunity of knowing how my office as 
commissioner of agriculture has been 
conducted’ than his young son, Mr. 
Graham Wright. 

“I am_ satisfied that if Seaborn 
Wright had been in the last legisla- 
ture, the ‘rider’ that was attached to 
the appropriation bill, tga, me 
from expressing my views in the Mar- 
ket Bulletin, would have never passed. 

Wrote Every Week. 

“T wrote in the Market Bulletin 
every week until the first of this year. 
It became my duty to write on sub- 
jects in the Market Bulletin that vi- 
tally affected the welfare of the farm- 
ers of this @ountry. I called atten- 
tion to the fact of how/the tariff 
policies of this country affected the 
farmer, You will recall. that I wrote 
several pieces showing how ‘he im- 
portation of vegetable oils (duty free) 
were depressing the price of cotton 
seed, peanuts, butter fat and hog lard. 

“The importation of jute into this 
county (duty free) from India dis- 
places the sale of three million bales 
of cotton every year right-here in the 
United States. The Southern Associa- 
tion of Commissioners of Agriculture 
appeared before the ways and means 
committee at Washington, and insist- 
ed that they place a tariff duty on 
vegetable oils and jute. For my ac- 
tivities in this connection I was 
severely criticized as a lobbyist. If 
some of my critics would have joined 
us in helping try to secure these 
duties, I believe that we would. have 
realized a better price for cotton seed, 
peanuts, ete. 

“You will also recall that for the 
past five years I wrote articles from 
time to time in regard to freight and 
transportation rates of this country 
and how they have affected business. 
These freight rates were raised during 
the war when everything was at high 
peak prices. After the war was over, 
the prices of everything else slumped, 
but railroad rates have advanced three 
times. This policy of the railroads 
built up their competition in trucks 
and buses more than anything else. 

“The people of Georgia also remem- 
ber that I wrote at length in the 
Market Bulletin and exposed the fraud 
of the Georgia Cotton Growers Co- 
operative Association and the federal 
farm board. 

“By writing on these subjects I 
aroused the enmity of certain big in- 
terests. They were sufficiently strong 
to get a ‘rider’ attached to the ap- 

ropriation bill that prohibited me 
rom writing in the Market Bulletin. 
That ‘rider’ and appropriation bill 
was passed after “sunup” the Sun- 
day morning of the last session of the 
legislature, after the legislature was 
legally adjourned at midnight Satur- 
day night. 

Calls Rider Illegal. 

“T am the only commissioner of

Swift exemplified the highest type of 
southern womanhood. Gentle and re- 
tiring, with ideals of the highest and 
mind always alert and keen, her life 
was one of beauty.

Mrs. Swift was born in Columbus 
on December 25, 1850, the daughter 
of Henry H. Epping, prominent 
banker, and Isabella Robertson Ep- 
ping.

THE HOME LOAN BANKS. 


The general uncertainty as to just 
what benefits are to be expected 
from the home loan bank system 
authorized by congress will in all 
probability be cleared incident to 
the discussions of the system at 
the convention of the United States 
Building and Loan League at French 
Lick, Ind., September 1 to 3. 

The system was created by con- 
gress for the primary purposes of 
lightening the load now being car- 
ried by persons paying for their 
homes through regular payments, 
and to make it possible for those 
wanting homes of their own to take 
advantage of present low costs to 
finance building operations. 

Membership in the new system 
will be largely composed of the 
building and loan associations of the 
country, which will be furnished 
money to extend and broaden their 
activities. 

How these activities will be ex- 
panded, to what extent these asso- 
ciations will be able to borrow from 
the reserve system, how the new 
funds shall be allocated between the 
various classes of their patrons, and 
other rules and regulations which 
will control the operation of the 
tystem have not yet been worked 
put by the board recently named 
by the president. 

Since, however, the building and 
loan associations are so vital a part 
of the working out of this relief, it 
is to be assumed that detailed plans 
will be ready to lay before them 
at their approaching meeting. Sev- 
eral of the members of congress who 
most earnestly supported the new 
reserve system will attend the con- 
vention and it is assumed that they 
will outline and interpret not only 
what congress had in view but what- 
éver announcements may be made 
by the board. It is probable also 
that one or more members of the 
board will address the convention. 

Pointing out the urgent need for 
clearing up the uncertainty now ex- 
isting as to what may be expected 
from the new system, Morton Bod- 
fish, executive manager of the 
Building and Loan League, believes 


. that— 


Major henefits of the new reserve 
system will be felt by the public im- 
mediately “if the associations are 
-Goached from the beginning in the 
primary details of participation. We 
will devote the convention to accom- 
plishing this. The federal government 
which created the home loan bank 
plan is depending upon the immediate 
and active co-operation of the build- 
ing and loan associations. The great- 
est contribution which this business 
ean make to speed up relief for the 
home owners and their communities is 
to make the associations clear chan- 
nels for the distribution of additional! 
mortgage funds. This challenge of im- 
mediate relief has been accepted by 
the United States League and has 
become the major obligation of its 
fortieth annual convention. 


Certainly every. possible effort 
should be made to get the home 
loan banks to functioning at the 
earliest possible date. If they ac- 
complish the object for which they 
were designed it will mean not only 
an immediate stimulant to the 
building trades and their associatéd 
industries, but it will put thousands 
of men to work and make it possible 
for home owners now threatened 
with the loss of their homes to di- 
vert some of their revenues into 
the channels of trade. In addition, 
it will aid many thousands to build 
or buy homes at prices which in 


+ all probability will never again exist.

HERRIOT WAVES THE FLAG. 

The first fruits of Mussolini’s re- 
cent eulogy of war are to be found 
in the criticism by Premier Herriot 
of the stand for international peace 
taken in the acceptance address of 
President Hoover and the recent 
comment by Secretary Stimson on 
the Kellogg-Briand pact. 

In effect, Herriot takes the posi- 
tion that it is all right for a nation 
to talk peace when it is in the safe 
position occupied by the United 
States, but that the situation is very 


0 | different in the case of a nation like 


France, which frequently hears from 
over its borders “‘appeals to violence 
and eulogies of war which we 
should be able to think had been 
stilled forever.” 

France’s militarist attitude and 
its half-hearted support of world 
peace plans are so well known that 
it is doubtful that they were af- 


.| fected one way or another by Mus- 


solini’s. remarkable statement at a 
time when civilized nations are busy 
on plans for the outlawing of war. 
It furnished an opportunity, how- 
ever, for the belligerent comeback 
which Herriot lost no time in 
making. 

Mussolini’s statement, it is 
claimed, was inspired by the atti- 
tude of France. Now France, in 
turn, says it must keep prepared for 
the eulogizers of war. 

Most wars of the past have been 
brought on by statements campara- 
ble to Mussolini's, and they are the 
chief stumbling block now in the 
progress towards a basis on which 
all nations can combine against war, 

Not until the people of the vari- 
ous nations of the world put an end 
to such pronouncements by leaders 
who are more often politicians than 
statesmen will the threat of war be 
removed from the _ international 
horizon. 

Not a nation in the world today 
is in a position to become ‘engaged 
in conflict with another country, 
but we will continue to have unwise 
and intemperate statements similar 
to those madesby Mussolini and Her- 
riot, so long as they are welcomed 
by the misled peoples who would 
be the chief sufferers. from war.

Health Talks

TREATMENT OF INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS. 

If the mild attack of cri, grip, sore 
throat or, if you must show your ig- 
norance, “cold,” actually turns out to 
be: infantile paralysis, you have the 
satisfaction of knowing at any rate 
that you have done the best thing for 
the child, that is; if you follow my ad- 
vice about the management of all 
such illnesses and send the child to 
bed for 24 hours at the very first sign 
of the cri. It is an excellent rule to 
confine the patient to bed for 10 days 
in any case of poliomyelitis, no matter 
whether there is much or little pa- 
ralysis or paresis evident at the end of 
the first week. Incidentally, the pa- 
ralysis or paresis (weakening) of the 
affected muscles generally does not ap- 
pear until from 24 to 48 hours after 
the onset of the illness, and in some 
cases the paresis is so slight as to es- 
cape notice, or lasts only a few days 
and then clears up entirely and the 
patient makes a complete recovery 
within two weeks, 

REST is the sovereign remedy 

wherever there is even a suspicion of 
such paralysis or paresis. Not only 
rest in bed for the patient, but physio- 
logical rest for the affected muscle 
group, so far as this is attainable. If 
a limb is involved, a suitable padded 
splint which will support the limb in 
a comfortable position of half-flexion, 
will give the best REST. 
_ Only after the acute feverish stage 
Is over (it lasts less than 10 days) is 
there justification for any kind of 
exercise, massage, manipulation, pas- 
sive movements, electric treatment or 
other measures directed toward res- 
toration of function to the paralyzed 
muscles, 

When the time comes for carefully 
performed exercise, passive or active, 
then by all means give the patient the 
benefit of the special skill and knowl- 
edge of the orthopedic surgeon. 
advice of a private specialist is not 
available, perhaps your city or state 
health authorities maintain a elinie or 
a hospital where skilled orthopedic 
care is available to citizens free of 
charge.

“Here lie values that transcend sin- 
gle issues and a preservation of which 
will advance the interest of every 
worthy cause.” 

The Allied Forces decided yesterday 
to support President Hoover. 

After her address, Mrs. D. Leigh 
Colvin, president of the New York 
state W. C. T. U.. was asked how 
the organization felt toward the 
president. 

“We feel that Hoover has not stood 
by prohibition,” she answered. “His 
alternative plan for state liquor con- 
trol would legalize liquor through the 
constitution of the United States, 
something that has never heen done.

In order that commerce may be pro-

details of tariff agreements between 


the United Kingdom and the do i - 
ions represented at the British im- 
perial economic conference probably 
will be kept secret for some time, it 
developed today. 

It was officially disclosed that Brit- 
ain has not yet signed trade treaties 
of any kind with the dominions, but 
important differences standing in the 
way of an accord with Canada were 
understood to have been eliminated. 

The tw. nations have virtually ar- 
rived at an understanding which 
would include preference in Britain 
for Canadian farm products and re- 
ciprocal favors in Canada for British 
iron, steel and coal. 

The probability is that details of 
tariff accords will be withheld until 
the various ministers of finance re- 
port to their parliaments. 

It was explained that if announce- 
ment were made now that Britain had 
agreed to put an impert duty on 
wheat, for instance millers might rush 
to acquire large stocks from Russia 
or other sources to avoid paying high- 
er prices. . 

Canadians generally were exercised 
over a suggestion by Neville Chamber- 
lain, British chancellor of the excheq- 
uer, that the production of staple 
commodities be geared to consumer de- 
mand in an effort to raise the gen- 
eral commodity price level.

Picketing, boycott and threats were 
invoked by the farmers in northwest 
Iowa to advance the strike which 
would withhold pee from markets 
until assured that production costs 
plus a fair profit will be realized by 
the growers. ; 

Stock yards in Sioux City, a major 
mart of the middlewest, today receiv- 
ed 3,500 animals as compared to 
6,500 a week ago, and 8,500 last year 
on the corresponding date. 

Hundreds of farm men and women 
barricaded roads to prevent produce- 
laden trucks from entering that city 
and a crisis there was considered close 
at hand. 

Produce dealers in Kingsley, a small’ 
town a few miles from Sioux City, 
/were warned not to open for business 
today, a demand to which they bowed. 
Unemployed men _ near aterloo, 
Iowa, patrolled suburban roads with 
signs bearing the slogan, “Farmers 
Holiday—Sell No’ Products.” 

Plans for Spread. 

Meanwhile, in Des Moines a group 
of National Farmers’ Holiday Asso- 
ciation leaders from several states 
met to lay plans for spreading the 
movement, to report that in nearby 
states the holiday was being accorded 
increasing support, and to decide what 
would be done with the stocks held 
back from. market at the termination 
‘of the strike.

In Harrison county, in the extreme 
west-central part of Iowa, officials 
were on the alert to prevent carrying 
out of threats to dump cargoes of 
milk trucks bound for Omaha. Notes 
threatening drivers were pinned to the 
machines.

NORTH DAKOTA FARMERS 
OPEN DRIVE FOR $1 WHEAT 

BISMARCK, N. D., Aug. 15.—(4) 
North Dakota’s farm “strike” aimed 
at raising the price of wheat to $1 
per bushel was launched today. 

In Grand Forks en route to Min- 
nesota for a series of meetings to 
further the wheat holding project, 
Dell Willis, Tolna farmer, originator 
of the movement, was optimistic. 

“There is no question about farm- 
ers holding their wheat,” Willis said. 

Willis said reports to him from over 
the state indicated very little wheat 
was going to market. The object is to 
keep wheat off the market until the 
price objective is attained. 

He-said he was willing to work 
with the Farmers National Holiday 
Association and invited that organiza- 
tion to co-operate with the dollar 
wheat sponsors. 

Willis said the dollar wheat move- 
ment had made progress in 11 states 
—Montana, the Dakotas, Minnesota, 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Kansas, 
Texas, Nebraska and Oklahoma.
